Y.S.Bharathi, Tahsildar Anantapuramu District is further informed that if she 
does not submit her written statement of defence on or before the date 
specified in para - 3 above further action will be processed based on the 
material available .

Attention of Smt.Y.S.Bharathi, Tahsildar, Anantapuramu District is invited to 
rule 24 of the A.P.Civil Services (Conduct) Rules , 1964 under which no 
Government Servant shall bring or attempt to bring any political or outside 
influence to bear upon any superior authority to further her interest in respect of 
matters pertaining to her service under the Government. If any representation 
is received on her behalf from other person in respect of any matter dealt with 
these proceedings , it will be presumed that Smt.Y.S.Bharathi, Tahsildar, 
Ananthapuramu is aware of such a representation and that it has been made 
at her instance and action will be taken against her for violation of Rule 24 of 
the A.P. Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1964 .

STATEMENT OF ARTICLE OF CHARGES FRAMED AGAINST Smt. Y.S.BHARATH , 

TAHSILDAR / ANANTHAPURAMU DISTRICT.

Article of CHARGE : 


On submission of joining report in CCLA Office on Dt.20.3.2017 , 
Smt Y.S.Bharathi, former Tahsildar, HMDA , Hyderabad, has been allotted and 
posted as Tahsildar in Ananthpuramu District vide CCLAs procdgs Dt.28.4.2017 . 
Later the individual has reported to District Collector, Ananthapuramu on 4.5.2017 for 
posting. Subsequently the Collector, Ananthapuramu has issued posting orders 
to her as Superintendent (H.Section ) Collectorate , Ananathapuramu, but the individual 
has not joined duty and stated that, she is not in a position to join duty and even 
not applied for any kind of leave . Thus she is being responsible Government servant, 
has shown gross negligence toward her legitimate duties and thereby violated 
Rule 3 of Andhra Pradesh Civil Services (Conduct) Rules , 1964 . 
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Basis of the Charge : 


Smt. Y.S.Bharathi, formerly Tahsildar, working on deputation in HMDA , 
Hyderabad ( during combined state of Andhra Pradesh ) has submitted joining 
report on 20.3.2017 before the CCLA & Spl.CS, A.P , Vijayawada , stating that she was 
posted as Tahsildar, Ananthapuramu District in CCLA Prcdgs.Dt.8.5.2014 and could 
not join in Ananthapuramu District as she had to attend to her mother- in - law , who is 
paralytic & cancer patient and needed Chemotherapy at Hyderabad . Therefore , 
inevitably she has applied for permission and went on E.O.L from 15.4.2014 . She has 
further stated that, since her mother-in - law has recovered after treatment she 
wish to join duty . She has requested to issue posting orders preferably in Kurnool or 
Chittoor District. 


Subsequently, Vide CCLAs Ref.No. Ser II (1 )/XX1/ 375 /2011-2 , Dt.28.04.2017- I& II , 
the individual was allotted and posted as Tahsildar, Ananathapuramu District. In this 
regard , the Collector, Ananthapuramu vide Lr.Dt.28.07.2017 has informed that, 
the said individual was allotted to Ananthapuramu District as Tahsildar and she has 
reported to District Collector for posting on 04.05.2017 . Subsequently the individual 
was posted as Superintendent (H Section ) Collectorate , Ananthapuramu vide 
Collectors procdgs Dt.31.05.2017 and the posting orders have been sent to her 
residential address and sent through e -mail to her email address ( Y.S. bharathi@yahoo.com ) 
as informed by her. But the individual has not joined duty so far. Hence a notice 
has been issued to her offering explanation for noncompliance of the posting orders 
issued by the Collector, Ananthapuramu vide his notice Dt.22.6.2017 , In reply to the 
notice , the individual has represented that she is residing in Hyderabad and her 
mother-in - law is old , aged 65 year, is a paralytic & cancer patient and her husband 
is the only son to look after her. As she required serious medical attention and frequent 
visits to hospital for chemotherapy , they could not move from Hyderabad . As her 
mother- in -law is old and undergoing regular chemotherapy, became weak , hence 
she need personal assistance , she is unable to join duty . Hence she gave more 
importance to her family rather joining duty at Ananthapuramu Dsitrict and she 
cannot be in a position to join duty as Superintendent, H.Section at Ananthapuramu District. 


On perusal the representation of Smt.Y.S.Bharathi, Tahsildar, Ananthapuramu 
on Dt: 30.06.2017 submitted to the Collector, Ananthapuram , in reply to notice issued 
by the Collector, Ananthapuramu Dt.22..2.2017 , it is noticed that, the individual has not 
applied any kind of leave and she stated certain reasons and informed that, she is 
not in a position to join duty as Superintendent in Collectorate , Ananthapuramu . 


Thus it is evident that Smt. Y.S.Bharathi, Tahsildar, Ananthapuramu has failed 
to join duty, even though the posting orders were issued by the Collector , 
Ananthapuramu and she has not submitted any kind of leave application either before 
the Collector , Ananthapuramu or before the CCLA , A.P , Vijayawada. Therefore , 
she has shown gross negligence towards her legitimate duties and thereby violated 
rule.3 of APCS (Conduct) Rules , 1964. 


Hence the above charge .
